“We need a president who wants to bea 
real education president, not a photogenic 
education leader,” Hillary Clinton, wife of 
Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton, the front- 
runner for the Democratic Party’s presi- 
dential nomination, said Fnday afternoon 
in the University Union Redwood Room 

Addressing more than 300 people, 
Clinton focused on the importance of edu- 
cation and promoted her husband's pro- 
posals to solve several social problems

Experts expect fee hike 
to impact diversity

The higher student fees 
proposed by the CSU Board of 
Trustees will have long-term 
implications on minority stu- 
dents’ access to the system, 
according to panelists at last 
week’s forum on the effect of 
increased education costs on 
ethnic diversity on the 
university's 20 campuses. 

Jeff Chang, lobbyist for the 
California State Student As- 
sociation, said CSU affirmative 
action and equity programs are 
not receiving the funds they 
need to meet the needs of mi 
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norities. 

“If the fee increase gos 
through, there will be a deep 
effect on students,” Chang said. 
attributing the problem to the 
fact that the federal govern- 
ments providing less financial 
support to higher education, 
leaving the financial burden 
on state governments. 

Chang also pointed to in- 
sufficient funding of the Cal 
grant program, saying “For a 
lot of students the money is not 
going to be there.” 

“Out of four eligible students 
who qualify, three will not re-

Programs happy with ASI funding

The Associated Students Inc. 
directors completed one of their 
last official acts Thursday when 
they approved the organization's 
1992-93 budget. 

The budget process at ASI has 
been a cause for concern for the 
15 programs that applied f 
grants for next year because ov! 
deep funding cuts in other areas, 
and because the ASI grants are 
the most flexible form of funding 
they receive. 

Funding cut could not have 
come at a wors: \ne for three of 
the grant recipients which are 
planning expansions of their 
programs for the coming year

Cultural Center and the State 
Hornet newspaper. 

KEDG will become an operat- 
ing program of ASI next year 
because ASI directors had reser- 
vations about funding the station, 
which has no “parent” organiza- 
tion. To become an operating 
program, however, meant revis- 

7 the station’s budget request 
ASI requires its operating 
programs to have student assis- 
Lunts. 
The Edge’s revised budget al- 
location of $22,000 includes 
$5,000 for a student assistant and 
$3,000 for phone lines to enable 
the station to broadcast through 
the FM transmitter at Sacra- 
mento High Schoo! 

KEDG management is

at KXHV, Sacramento High’s 
radio station, to begin broadcast- 
ing on that station’s FM frequency 
during times when the transmit- 
ter is not in use. 

“We are in negotiations nght 
now with their directors, trying 
to finalize details about a time- 
share agreement for use of their 
transmitter,” said Shari Haskell, 
KEDG’s program director and 
business office manager. 

The high school wants to re- 
serve the morning and evening 
“drive-time’” slots for its own use, 
but may allow the Edge to 
broadcast during school hours, 
when the high school students 
would not be listening, and from 
6:30 to 11 p.m

San Jose holds 
civil-rights vigil

Six-year-old Matthew 
Hernandez cupped his tiny 
hand around the candle flame 
to keep it from being extin- 
guished by the breeze. His face 
was serious. Though he did 
not fully understand why he 
was there, he knew it was im- 
portant. 

Matthew and his 9-year-old 
brother Gabrial Ruiz were 
among more than 60 people 
who gathered at Plaza Park 
Saturday May 2 in a candle- 
hight vigil. 

The group, organized by lo- 
cal clergy and human rights 
groups, also denounced the 
racism that underlies all the 
turmoil. 

Marjorie Craig, SJSU coun- 
selor, spoke to the racially 
mixed gathering. She said the 
group was there “trying to 








overcome hatred and injus- 
tice.” 

Before leading the group in 
the spintual “We Shall! Over- 
come,” Craig apologized for her 
singing in advance 

“I don't sing in a church 
choir But what I sing comes 
from the heart,” she said. The 
group laughed 

Each voice seemed to start 
out on a different note, but by 
about the fifth verse, they all 
merged harmoniously. 

The final verse began, “We 
shall live in peace,” just as ear- 
piercing sirens wailed from two 
police cars coming down Mar- 
ket Street. The singers didn't 
miss a beat, but heads turned 
to watch the cars fly past the 
park.

“We ass people feel it’s an 
injustice. We are... outraged, 
angered and pained tothe point 
of tears,” said Michael 
Greenwell, president of Striv- 
ing Black Brothers and Sisters 
at SJSU. 

“It saddens me but doesn’t 
surprise me,” said. Steven 
Millner, professor of Afro- 
American studies at SJSU. “It 
reinforces the notion that 
America has had a racial 
problem for centuries, and 
California is most American.” 

“It sent me a message that if 
I, as an African American, am 
perceived as being a danger, 
that’s enough toget me killed,” 
said Savandar Parker, director 
of Student Affirmative Action 
at SJSU

Christopher Cabaldon, a leg- 
islative aide to Assembly Higher 
Education Subcommittee Chair- 
man Tom Hayden, said he is 
pessimistic about the whole bud- 
get situation. He compared the 
CSU system to a large business 
and applied simple economic 
principles to compare the situa- 
tions. 

“If you raise prices and cut 
back on the quality of the product, 
no one will buy the product,” 
Cabaldon said. “You can’t keep 
increasing the price and de- 
creasing the quality.” 

Cabaldon cautioned against 
expecting help from the public. 

“People’s attitude toward taxes 
is that they pay too much,” he 
said. “The budget problem is 
structural ana the revenue does 
not match the expenses.” 

California's financial problems 
present CSU with conflicting 
budget priorities, according to 
Charles Ratliff of the state 
Postsecondary Education Com- 
mission. Dual goals of quality and

“Structural 
problems warrant a (fee) increase 
above 10 percent. With a 10 per- 
cent fee increase we would only 
be able to maintain what we have 
now.” 

Ratliff said students of color 





tend not to enroll in the CSU 
system because of the extended 
time frequently needed to com- 
plete the course requirements for 
a degree. 

The CSUS Council for Equal- 
ity sponsored the forum to shed 
light on the fee increase issue, 
and several members of the audi- 
ence took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to ask the panelists what 
actions they could take. The pan- 
elists agreed that rallies and 
demonstrations are a good way to 
assure that students’ voices are 
heard. 

Cabaldon said that when stu- 
dents rally, it captures the at- 
tention of government officials. 
Student activism may have been 
one reason both the Assembly 
and the Senate rejected the 
original proposed 40 percent fee 
increase for the CSU system. 

“Keep up the battle,” he said. 
“Students have to raliy again. 
You havea real chance of winning, 
but it will take a lot of work.” 

Chang had a more concise 
answer. 

“Keep your heads up and keep 
on fighting,” he said.

collection of fines and forfei- 
tures,” Coles said. 

A 1991 law requires local 
parking enforcement agencies 
to take over the fine and forfei- 
ture functions for their own 
parking violations from the 
municipal and county courts 
handling them. 

The new process would re- 
quire a contractor who would

model year, license number, 
parking violation and other 
information into a hand-held 
computer device which records 
the data and prints out a ticket, 
according to Darcy Coles, 
manager of University Trans- 
portation and Parking Ser- 
vices.

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CSUS historian publishes book 
on the aa quakes of ’92

Many people in the Sacra- 
mento Valley have forgotten the 
vulnera_ ‘ity of California when 
it comes to earthquakes 

“The Quakes of 92,” a book by 
Richard and Janice Cowen of the 
University of California, Davis, 
and historian Richard Cooper of 
CSUS, hit the market April 18 
with an account of the strongest 
earthquakes to strike the Sacra- 
mento Valley in historical times 
and the strong possibility of future 
seismic activity in the state 

“(People) are not prepared for 
earthquakes in this area,” said 
Richard Cowen. “They think San 
Francisco and Los Angeles are 
the only areas where earthquakes 
hit. They need to realize earth- 
quakes can happen here.” 

“The Quakes of ’92” describes 
events taking place in a Sacra- 
mento Valley very different from 
the current one and explains the 
attitudes behind reactions to the 
disaster. 

The book discusses the geol- 
ogy of the quakes — where they 
were centered, why future quakes 
are inevitable and how much 
damage the next ones will do. 

The earthquakes of April 19 
and 21, 1892 knocked down or 
seriously damaged most of the 
commercial buildings in 
Vacaville, Winters and Dixon, and 
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left up to a quarter of the popula- 
tion homeless. 

Yet, thisepisode in local history 
has been practically forgotten, 
Cowen said. 

In fact, some of the newspapers 
at the time decided to cover up 
the event and called it a “seismic 
event” rather than an earthquake 
in order not to deter new immi- 
grants from coming to California. 

The Sacramento Union was 
influenced at the time by the 
owner of Southern Pacific, a 
powerful railway company, which 
at the time dominated the nation’s 
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transportation industry. 

According to Cowen, the Union 
covered the earthquakes as if they 
had minor effect on the area and 
were a rare event, not typical of 
the state. 

“They did this deliberately be- 
cause they wanted people tocome 
to California,” said Cowen. 

The Sacramento Bee then 
started to question the Union’s 
coverage by reporting the reality 
of the earthquakes and affirming 
the damage they had caused. 

Through these newspaper ac- 
counts and letters of the period, 
along with contemporary photo- 
graphs, the book aims to restore 
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this lost episode of California his- 
tory 


To drive home home the seri- 
ousness of the seismic danger, 
“The Quakes of 92” projects the 
effect of a future quake in the 
valley on the basis of the 1892 
quakes and of comparisons with 
the Coalinga quake of 1983 and 
the Loma Prieta quake of 1989. 

The book includes a section on 
safety measures individuals can 
take to minimize damage from 
future quakes. A self-guided tour 
of the 1892 earthquake zone is 
included for those who wish to see 
the damaged buildings and the 
geological settings of the area.

Private colleges often conceal crimes, study charges 


(CPS) — Private colleges east of 
the Mississippi River are more 
likely to conceal crimes on their 
campuses in order to prevent bad 
publicity that could hurt fund- 
raising efforts, a recent report 
said. 

The report, conducted by the 
Campus Safety and Security In- 
stitute in Thorndale, Pa., anony- 
mously surveyed police and se- 
curity personnel at 336 colleges 
and universities. They were asked 
about compliance with new state 
and federal! laws that require in- 
stitutions of higher learning to 
disclose statistics of crime on 
campus and various security 
policies. 

“We found that 32 percent of 
the institutions we surveyed were 
fudging their crime statistics,” 
said Bill Whitman, director of the 
institute. “For the most part, it’s 
the small, private colleges east of 
the Mississippi that tend to be 
fudging.” 

As many as 62 percent of the 
smaller institutions are perpetu- 
ating cover-ups of crime, ranging 
from sexual assault to drug and 
alcohol violations, he said. 

In many cases, students were 
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discouraged from reporting 
crimes to campus police and told 
to go through the campus judicial 
system instead. If the victim 
persisted in a desire for criminal 
prosecution, they were encour- 
aged to go to the local police. Ei- 
ther way, the crime would not be 
reported as part of the 
institution’s official statistics. 

On some campuses, alcohol 
violations were concealed by en- 
forcing a policy of not arresting 
students. Again, they were sent 
through the campus judicial sys- 
tem 

The responsibility for falsify- 
ing reportable crimes usually 
rested within high-level admin- 
istration positions, according to 
the report. 

In one widely publicized case, 
a vice president at the University 
of South Florida recently resigned 
after he allegedly discouraged a 
student from pressing sexual as- 
sault charges against a star bas- 
kethall player, even though uni- 
versity police conducted an in- 
vestigation and were ready to 
prosecute the attacker. The vice 
president said the student had 
recanted the charges, when she 
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had not. 

Money isthe main justification 
behind the cover-ups, the report 
said. 

Those involved in hiding the 
information often were afraid the 
crimes, if made public, could 
tarnish the institution's image 
enough toreduce fund-raising and 
hamper recruitment efforts. 

“People in admissions, endow- 
ments and public relations tended 
to have the greatest involvement

operate the system and assure 
fines and forfeitures are paid. No 
contractor or has been selected. 

“The contractor will interface

“Using a manual system re 
quires more administrative 






in the cover-ups,” Whitman said. 

For their part, campus law 
enforcement officers who ignored 
or went along with these cover- 
ups did so because they had a 
sense of duty to follow orders or 
because they would be punished 
if they tried to tell the truth. 

“lve had campus law admin- 
istrators tell me that they had 
their jobs threatened if they di- 
vulge the actual statistics,” 
Whitman said. 


workers, which is not very cost 
effective,” Coles said. 

The new system’s July 1 start- 
up date allows for a period of 
adjustment over the summer 
months before the back-to-school 
rush. 

“With any type of new technol- 
ogy you need to have a trial pe- 
riod, and we will have a bit before 
implementation,” Coles said. 

The city of Sacramento is ex- 
pected to implement a similar 
automated citation system in the 
near future. 

“I hope the new system works 
out. During the summer we'll 
work out any shortcomings,” 
Coles said.

The old joke was that the State Hornet 
would become a daily newspaper when the 
CSUS football team goes Division 1. 

Well, the football team hopes to make the big 
jump in the fall of 1993. The State Hornet will 
be one step ahead of athletics when it starts 
publishing four days a week next spring. 

As it is, CSUS is one of the largest universi- 
ties in California that doesn’t print daily. San 
Diego, San Jose, Fullerton, Northridge and 
San Luis Obispo print four or five days a week.

Wes Westrom, a former catcher, 
coach and baseball manager, once said 
about baseball, “It’s like church, many 
attend, but few understand.”

The poor 
in Los Angeles have much in common 
with the poor in Russia and Paris.

Sacramentans are 
cold, unfriendly and 
uptight 

When the fiery tanker truck accident 
occurred on Fair Oaks Blvd. on February 
13, 1991, KCRA Channel 3 reported that 
in many cases neighbors in that area saw 
and/or spoke to each other for the first time 
in years at the temporary shelters. Some 
neighbors were totally unaware or sur- 
prised to find that certain other neighbors 
still lived in neighborhood. This was re- 
ported during a Dave Walker/Lois Hart 
newscast. I, for one, find this situation to 
be a very sad commentary upon the capitol 
cit of California. 

This is totally the opposite of what we 
witnessed in the Bay Area with the recent 
Oakland Hills inferno and the Loma Prieta 
earthquake that occurred on October 17, 
1989. My many letters to the editor and 
long held opinion of Sacramentans being 
cold, unfriendly, uptight, stuck-up and 
cliquish, is not just “the gospel according to 
David Raffield.” This situation has been 
mentioned by some of the local media. 

I happen to appreciate and think highly 
of Dave Walker and Lois Hart and their 
honesty and credibility of their newscasts. 

Last September 11, all area TV stations 
aired two-hour gang and crime special 





ever, transcends racism and injustice. 

Blaming Rodney King, the officers or 
the jury is like blaming war on the person 
who fired the first shot. 

Similar insurrections are likely toerupt 
elsewhere, and the police won't be able to 
solve the social problems that cause them. 

Los Angeles is like many cities that play 
fast and loose with a suburban paradise 
image of glamour, prosperity and 
multicultural harmony. Cities in America 
like Los Angeles are really an amalgam of 
very separate and isolated communities. 

Worlds unto themselves, these enclaves 
are separated in virtually every way from 
each other. Their economic distance is 
frightening. They all share a neutral sys- 
tem of freeways that allows the residents 
to leave their islands—paved with either 
nice tract homes or decaying urban clut- 
ter-——to work or play with other people like 
themselves from other very similar is- 
lands. 

The residents rally around successful 
basketball, hockey and football teams, but 
when all is said and done, the difference 


between those who live in Have-Not-Land 
and those who live in Have-Land is greater 
than the differences between — French 
and German, Irish and English, Indian 
and Chinese. 

Reaganomics subsidized corporate 
greed at the cost of a social safety net. Ina 
few years, the ranks of the underemployed 
grew dramatically and the gap between 
the haves and have-notsgrew while many 
accepted greed as a positive value. 

President Bush’s policies only rational- 
ize this approach, A thousand points of 
light didn’t rescue the nation’s thrifts and 
failing banks. It was taxpayer money, 
$150billion by some estimates, that bailed 
them out. 

Now a quarter of a century after Watts, 
failure to really remedy the system is 
bearing a bumper harvest of bitter fruit. 

Rodney King, in his own way, probably 
made a better statement than many of our 
politicians are making today. We at CSUS 
and the nation will be best served if we 
understand King’s plea when he said, “I 
just want to say can’t weget along? We can

titled “California Crackdown.” During a 
news conference prior to the airing of this 
program, Sacramento Police Chief John 
Kearns attributed much of the increasing 
gang and crime activities to the fact that 
neighbors no longer speak to each other. In 
the downtown apartment building where 
I live, I would describe most of my neigh- 
bors in this manner. 

About two months prior to this news 
conference and program, Bob Cook of KTXL 
Channel 40 made the same assessment as 
Chief Kearns during one of his commen- 
taries about gangs and crime. This realistic 
assessment, of which I totally agree with, 
has mostly served to infuriate 


Sacramentans rather than wake them up. 

My southern hometown continues to 
have friendly people, neighbors that speak 
to and care about each other and no street 
gangs. The residents of my hometown will 
never allow it to become a cesspool of 
unfriendly and cliquish people. 

While Sacrmentans project an attitude 
of hate, they expect to get love in return. 
Obviously, Sacramentans fail or refuse to 
realize that love attracts more love and 
hate attracts more hate. I believe that this 
is why Sacramento is fast becoming a 
major crime city.

memoriam ofhis father, Fredenck 
M. Peyser, Sr., a collector of work 
by unknown artists. Some of the 
senior Peyser’s collection — 
composed primarily of French 
Post-Impressionist works —have 
been lent to international exhibits 
in cities such as New York, Paris, 
and Moscow. 

Peyser established $10,000 the 
fund for the award after his 
father’s 1985 death. He agreed to 
include CSUS as one of the 
receiving colleges after “being 
impressed by the quality of 
education” here, according to 
Richard Dickinson, Executive 
Director of the CSU Real Estate 
and Land Use Institute. 
Dickinson and Finance Director 
Mernoy Harrison became friends 
with Peyser while working on a 
University project over the course 
of the years 1988-1990. 

“He (Peyser) is a very far- 
sighted guy” who saw a great 
opportunity for this type of 


support for developing artists at 
CSUS, said Dickinson. 

McGurk was very excited at 
winning the award, which Lita 
Whitesel, chair of the art 
department, says will be given 
every year to a deserving CSUS 
student artist 

“Ode To Mary Bacon,” the 
award winner, is a memonam to 
a good friend of MeGurk’s who 
took her own life not long after a 
serious accident during a 
horserace at Golden Gate Fields 
in 1982. The painting is layered 
with newspaper clippings about 
Bacon printed after her death 
Bacon was a successful jockey, a 
position prone to harassmentin a 
field that was almost totally 
dominated by men 10 years ago 
and hasn’t changed much since 
The painting pictures Bacon — 
actually McGurk herself, who 
resembled the newspaper 
pictures of Bacon in the painting 
quite closely — with the head of a 
white horse. Bacon was an 
unnamed character in a section 
of Mark Singer’s short gambling 
story Magic, a selection in 
Norman Sims’ “The Literary 
Journalists” collection. Also, a 
“beautiful thin blond jockey on a 
black Arabian,” who may or may 
not be Bacon, did indeed jockey at 
Santa Anita Raceway in 1980 
where one of Charles Bukowski’s 
many short pieces on horseracing 
takes place. Bukowski makes 
numerous references to this 
particular female jockey — who 
may be a fictional character, but 
is more likely Mary Bacon — 
throughout his collection, “Notes 
Of A Dirty Old Man.” 

“Ode To Mary Bacon” is easily 
the most emotionally loaded work 
in the show, and elicits a strong 
response from almost everyone 
who views it and, curious, looks 
closer to read the clippings. 

McGurk, originally of 
Connecticut, came to Sacramento

“Honey, we got too many roosters in this yard.” 
Chata (Micaela Muro), a hard-drinking, cigar 
smoking, Mexican whore in the play Roosters, puts 
the entire story into perspective with this one line 
The play was written by Milcha Sanchez-Scott, and 
is currently playing at the CSUS theatre 

Roosters deals with the struggle of a Hispanic 
family living in a hovel in Indio, California. The 
story begins with the head of the family, Gallo, 
returning from prison where he served time for 
killing a Filipino boy over a fighting cock. 
Immediately, a conflict is created between Gallo 


and his son, Hector, who works for a Filipino. Much 
of the play focuses on the extreme pride of the 
Mexican people, from Gallo’s disbelief that his son 
has gone to work picking vegetables for a Filipino, 
to Juana (Jennifer Andrea Porras), Gallo’s wife, 
who resents having to put aside her youth 
prematurely 

Most of the humor is delivered by the cynical 
Chata, who serves almost exclusively as comic 
relief. Hector remains the realist, unaffected by 
Gallo’s smooth talk and promises. Juanita knows 
Gallo will leave, but remains hopeful, while the 
youngest daughter, Angela (JoyceT. Brew), becomes 
enchanted by her father’s promises of warm, sandy 
beaches, and unconditional! love 


Interview with Manuel Pickett and Antonio Judrez Bogarde 


STATE HORNET: What originally drew 
you to the theater? 


MANUEL JOSE PICKETT (Director):

It’s like bringing a 
painting to life. 


SH: How long have you been acting, and 
why do you do it? 


ANTONIOJUAREZ BOGARDE: (Gallo): 
I stumbled into it. I was originally a 
communications major, but one semester | 
came up short acouple of classes so 1 walked 
over to the Drama Department and picked 
up two more classes.

Steve Kristy’s mom probably received 
a very nice call from her son on Mother's 
Day. The Hornets’ thirdbaseman snapped 
an 0 for 17 slump with a two-run-homer 
in the eighth inning on Sunday to help 
secure a 10-7 victory over UCLA. 

“I think I can call home now, after the 
last five games I’ve been too embarrassed 
to,” joked the senior transfer from Har- 
bor Junior College. “It felt good to help 
beat a tear I could have played for,” 
added Kristy, a Los Angeles native. 

The Hornets didn’t make the trip to 
Sacramento much fun for UCLA, forcing 
the No. 21 Bruins into a two-game split 
for the weekend. 

The Bruins beat Sac State 5-2 on 
Saturday on the strength of pitcher Adam 
Schulhofer, who hurled a five-hitter in a 
complete game effort. 

On Sunday, however, the Hornets’ 
offense came back in a big way. Casey 
Simpson started things out with a three- 
run home run in the bottom of the first 
inning. Simpson’s blast foliowed a walk 
to Todd Hall and Matt Martinez, who 
was hit by a pitch. 

That was only the beginning of the 
trouble for Bruins starter Pete Janicki. 
The junior lefthander, who according to 
some scouts may be drafted in the top-ten 
players when he decides to turn pro, let 
up eight runs over seven innings of work. 

Hornet starter Gary Wilson didn’t fare 
much better, however. He lasted just 
three innings, victimized by a dropped 
foul fly ball by outfielder Gaylon Johnson 
and a loss of control. 

Wilson seemed to be getting himself 
together in the third inning but following 
Johnson's drop, things unraveled for the 
junior from Arcata. He allowed a bases- 
loaded walk aid hit another batter,

forcing in another run. Along with a three- 
run second, the Bruins grabbed a 6-3 lead. 

Sac State’s comeback began in the fifth 
inning, aided by Tony Turnbull’s two-out, 
two-run single which made the score 6-5. 
Todd Hall shifte? the momentum even 
more with a solo homer in the sixth inning, 
evening the score at 6-6. 

Tony Turnbull walked and Rob Randall 
beat out a grounder to third to start the 
seventh inning. Followinga Matt Martinez 
walk, Todd Hall stepped in and delivered 
better than a UPS driver. Hall ripped a 
two-run single to give the Hornets the 8-6 
lead. 

The only tarnish on Hornet reliever 
Dave Paulk’s day came in the top of the 
next frame, as the Bruins strung together 
a walk anda single for a run to draw within 
8-7. 

Kristy blast then gave the Hornets the 
10-7 victory margin. 

Paulk was magnificent in his relief ef- 
fort, using a sweeping curve and biazing 
fastball toshut down UCLA. He fanned six 
batters along the way, completely baffling 
the Bruins and allowing his teammates 
time to win the ontest. Paulk said he’s 
understood his role this season. 

“It's been my job this year tocome in and 
make sure things don’t get out of hand,” 
said the senior from Vallejo. He was par- 
ticularly pleased with his “slurve”, a 
combination of fastball and curve. 

“It was really moving today,” he added. 

Sac State’s record moved to 30-24, in- 
cluding Friday's 7-4 victory over UOP. 
Head Coach John Smith said reaching the 
30-win mark was kind of a bittersweet 
feeling, considering his ballclub probably 
won't be considered for an NCAA playoff 
berth. 

“It’s nice to reach the 30-win mark but 
if we win five of those ten games that we 
lost by one run we're probably in the playoff 
hunt,” Smith said.

Surge sends Galaxy to the stars with 51-7 trouncing

In a league, far, far away, 
where al! teams are suppose to be 
equal, the Sacramento Surge (6- 
2) proved on Saturday that they 
are more equal than others as 
they sent the Frankfurt Galaxy 
into the universe of the playoff 
eliminated with a 51-7 rout at 
Hornet Field. 

Surge’s David Archer, the 
World League’s top quarterback, 
continued his domination of de- 
fensive secondaries, as he pelted 
the Galaxy for 352 yards passinr 
on 22 of 34 attempts and three 
touchdowns. 

“You can’t say enough about 
him,” said Surge head coach Kay 
Stephenson. “The receivers have 
a lot of confidence in him and he 
has a lot in out people to get open 
and get the ball to the receivers.” 


On the ground, running back 
Mike Pringle regained some of 
his early season form as he 
rumbled through the Galaxy de- 
fensive line for 113 yards on 29 
carries and two touchdowns. 

“Championship teams play 
games like this when it gets to the 
end of the season,” said Pringle. 
“This was the one that we needed 
to put together.” 

In the air, the main recipient 
to Archer’s aerial assault was wide 
receiver Eddie Brown, whocaught 
all three of Archer's touchdown 
throws and tallied 148 yards in 
receiving 

“We did a great job of getting 
open today and he ‘Archer) got us 
the ball on the spot,” said Brown 
“I feel that if we continue to play 
at this kind of level and do what 
we're suppose to do, then that 
will be a sign that we're a cham- 
pionship-calibre team.” 


Stephenson knew that his 
team needed this kind of win to 
establish themselves and to get 
everything working at the same 
time. 

“For most of the season, we 
haven’t proven that we could put 
away a team convincingly,” he 
said. “Like a great fighter, you 
can have a great KO punch but if 
you can’t use it, then it’s no good. 
Today, we shown that we have a 
KO punch.” 

On the defensive side, they 
proved that they have aknockout 
punch as they held the Frankfurt 
offense to a total of 65 yards for 
the entire game. In the first half 
alone, the Galaxy could only gain 
24 yards and were held to -1 yard 
in the first quarter. 

“We played fundamental de- 
fense,” said nose tackle Nate Hill, 
who recovered a Galaxy fumble 
deep into their territory to set up

a Mark Blanchard field goal. “Our 
front line showed them that they 
couldn’t run the ball down our 
throats and we held them off.” 

The only mistake that the 
Surge had all game was toward 
the end of the first half, when 
Archer was pressured and threw 
to the Galaxy’s Tim Broady in the 
endzone. 

Broady, who stepped in front 
of Car] Parker for the pick, wasn’t 
wrapped up and ran for a World 
League record 107-yard touch- 
down and the Galaxy’s only score 
of the game. 

“I stepped in front of the re- 
ceiver and got the ball. No one 
tried to get me, so I ran the ball 
out and it counted,” said Broady, 
who led the Galaxy defense with 
10 tackles. “They played a great 
game, but we couldn’t stop them 
all game.” 

With the win, the Surge kept 
pace with the San Antonio Riders 
(6-2) on top of the North Amen- 
can West division, who shut out 
the London Monarchs 17-0 in

People build programs, buildings 
don't. 

That’s the point CSUS Athletic Di- 
rector Lee McElroy made last week 
when he hired Washington State as- 
sistant Don Newman as the Hornets 
new basketball coach. 

He has a point. 

Newman was a favorite of the Wash- 
ington State players, and he’s the guy 
thebasketball players said they wanted. 
Declining morale was a major factor in 
the Hornets 4-24, 1991-92 campaign. 

Players were miserable, which made 
playing basketball a chore, not a game. 

Once that happened, suiting up was 
a waste of time. 

But let’s assume everyone was happy. 
It was their first season at the Division 
I level and they knew winning games 
would be a difficult task. 

But there were bright spots: They 
are in the big time now. They would get 
to play at USC and at Ball State. With 
a positive attitude like that, they could 
have won as many 4s, say, six games. 

You see, there was a bigger problem 
than declining morale: the Hornets are 
still a team comprised of Division II 
players, good Division II players but 
still not quite Division I. 

The jump from Division II to Division 
I is like jumping from Division I to the 
pros. Sac State may be a good team at 
Division II but it’s playing on an entirely 
different level. 

Duke may have won the NCAA na- 
tional championship two straight years, 
but you put that same team on the floor 
with the Kings or the Timberwolves

and they'll get blown out. 

Now that the school has decided to 
enter the ranks of the big boys — the 
USC’s, the Cal’s, the Loyola 
Marymount’s—they must make the 
commitment in every aspect. 

They’re off to a good start by hiring a 
good man to lead the Hornets. But that 
won't be enough. They will never build 
a solid program with that archaic high 
school gym. 

Dr. McElroy’s correct when he says 
that people build programs. But confer- 
ences’ want adequate facilities, and le- 
gitimate prospects want to play for a 
team affiliated with a reputable league. 

When officials from the University of 
Nevada, Reno announced they were 
leaving the Big Sky to join the Big West, 
the Big Sky officials announced they 
were looking into two schools to join the 
conference. 

Their focus was on Cal State 
Northridge and Sac State. They were 
the programs the Big Sky felt belonged 
in their conference. But when they saw 
the facilities at CSUS, they were dis- 
couraged. 

The Big Sky would be perfect for the 
Hornets. It’s a solid Division I conference 
but the competition isn’t quite at the 
level of the Pac 10 or the Big West, 
where Sac State would surely get de- 
stroyed. 

Expecting Newman to build a win- 
ner immediately is unrealistic. But 
within five years he should be able to 
build a competitive program. 

Expecting him to win in that poor 
excuse of a gym is also unrealistic.

Crew team hosts Pacific Coast Championships 
at Sac State’s Aquatics Center at Lake Natomas

The school year may be com- 
ing to a close, but the Sac State 
crew season, much like the 
weather, is just starting to heat 
up. 

The Pacific Coast Rowing 
Championships, better known as 
the PCRC’s, will take place May 
23-24 at the CSUS Aquatic Cen- 
ter. 

Approximately 30 schools will 
be represented, including 18 to 
22 teams in the men's varsity 
division. 

“It’s the largest intercollegiate 
rowing meet on the West Coast,” 
said coach Bob Whitford. 


The meet includes all teams 
from the Western Intercollegiate 
Rowing Association, as well as 
the Pac 10 Conference—with the 
exception of the Arizona schools. 

The Hornets has rowed 
against several of the partici- 
pants already this year and have 
posted wins against Santa Clara, 
UC Davis, and UC San Diego. 

Stanford and UC Berkeley, the 
No. 1 team on the West Coast, 
will be at the event and have 
defeated the Hornets earlier in 
the season. 

According to Whitford, Sac 
State’s goal is to finish in the top 
six overall. 

“Our goal is to make it to the 


finals,” said Whitford. “We're still 
trying to find the perfect formula, 
but we're getting closer.” 

In this regatta, there will be 
three heats in each event. The top 
two qualifiers in the heats will 
face off in the grand final, while 
the third and fourth fastest teams 
will face off in the petite final for 
third place. 

Fifth place would be decided in 
the third-level finals by the fifth 
and sixth fastest qualifiers. 

The regatta will welcome ap- 
proximately 1500 rowers and 
anywhere from 3,000 to 5,000 
spectators over the two day event. 
The rowing will begin around 8 
a.m. both days.
